Governor John P. Buchanan, of Ten- 
p e eeea, long a picturesque character, has 
suddenly become a man of national In* 
tereet. Having repudiated the action of 
the Democratic state convention and an¬ 
nounced himself as an independent can-

didate for governor, he had secured the 
indorsement of the Farmers' Alliance 
and seemed in a fair way to stir things 
up, when the miners' civil war broke 
out in east Tennessee under circum¬ 
stances which, to say the least, add 
nothing to the governor’s prestige. 

When first nominated for governor in 
1880 he was described as one of the most 
affable and agreeable of men. He owns 
a fine farm near Murfreesboro, where 
he has his own race tracks and gives 
mnch attention to the rein and saddle. 
He is described as an easy going states¬ 
man who is fond of a cigar and who en¬ 
joys a good joke. He was born in 
Williamson county, Tenn., Oct. 84, 1S47, 
gained a common school education and 
at the age of sixteen ran off and joined 
the Confederate army. After many 
years' service as a very active Democrat 
and holding some minor offices he joined 
the farmers’ movement and soon became 
president of the State Farmers and La 
borers* union. This caused his nomina¬ 
tion in 1080, but when the recent Demo¬ 
cratic state convention met he declared 
that he had not received fair treatment, 
withdrew his name and announced him¬ 
self as an independent candidate. There 
had already been trouble with the 
miners and he tried to induce the legis¬ 
lature to withdraw the convicts from 
the mines. That body refused.
